NEW YORK, June 15.—George H. 
Wyckoff, president of the Bank of New 
‘Amsterdam, was shot in the abdomen 
and side this afternoon while in his 
private office, by Clarence Clark, Clark 
demanded money and meeting with re- 
fusal, fired two shots, then turned his 
pistol on himself. Both men are now 
at the hospital in an unconscious con- 
dition. 

When Clark gained access to Wyck- 
off’s office, he presented the following 
letter, written on Hotel Marlborough 
paper in a clear,legible hand: “We want 
$6000 in five $1000 bills, ten $100 bills. 
I’shoot you if you make a movement, 
go be careful. My partner outside also 
has you covered, and if you give the 
alarm within three minutes after I 
Jeave he will throw a stick of dynamite 
through the front entrance. Put the 
money in an envelope. Don’t talk.“ 

Shots were heard by the patrolman, 
who ran into the bank building in time 
te fee Clark fall. Wyckoff is 60 years 
resides in Montclair, N. J. 
Clark ia 30 years old and wears a sandy 
mustasche. He was well-dressed.

PEALS TO-THE WOBLD. 


Thousands in Danger of Death from 
Musselmans’ Swords or Famine. 
Cretans Are Arming and Will 
Fight to the Last for Their 

Rights. 


(BY THE TIMES’ SPECIAL WIRE.) 

NEW YORK, June 15.—(Special Dis- 
patch.) The Herald’s correspondent at 
Athens cables that the Central Relief 
Committee in an appeal, issued today 
to the civilized governments and na- 
tions of the world, asks their imme- 
diate assistance in facilitating emi- 
gration from the unfortunate Crete, of 
poor Christians who are exposed in 
thousands to certain and frightful 
death by the swords of Mussulmans or 
by famine. A similar appeal has been 
addressed to the Greek government, 
saying that prompt and energetic ac- 
tion is required to avoid this awful dan- 
ger. — 

The Governor of Crete today invited 
the bishops and representatives of all 
corporations and.towns to assemble, 
and announced that he had received a 
telegram from the Grand Vizier, ex- 
pressing the Sultan's regret at what 
had taken place, and stating that the 
Sultan will facilitate the solution of the 
financial question as soon as all the 
people in different parts of the islands 
have laid down their arms. The Turk- 
ish Minister here has made representa- 


tions calling upon the Greek govern- 


ment to assist in promoting peace by 
stopping the supply of men and arms. 
The government has replied that it has 
no power to do so. 

The truth is that public sympathy 


for the Cretans runs high, and meet- 


ings are being held in public, calling 
upon the government to support them. 


The sincerity of Turkey is not ored- 


ited here. A high personage said to- 
day, that a word of regret was an in- 
sult. while fresh Turkish troops were 
arriving daily, soldiers being drawn 
from those who have committed mas- 
sacres in Armenia. Here, whether 
rightly or wrongly, they are credited 
with having the same mission. 


Rimieri, formerly deputy and minis- 


ter. who is at the head of the Cretan 


Committee, said in reply to a ques- 


tion as to what was being done: “We 
are collecting all the money possible, 
and are sending arms and ammunitions 
as fast as possible to Crete.“ On being 
asked what the Cretans want, he re- 
plied: “The Cretans will not give way 
till they have obtained their rights 
granting of reforms, and the estab- 
lishment of a new regime, guaranteed 
by powers. We have no faith in Tur- 
Key’s promises.”

Their discussion of political matters 
offended Vest. who was drinking, and 
wound up in his ordering the men out 
of his place. He followed them to the 
street, and the quarrel between him 
and Jackson was renewed, Jackson 
drew a knife, and Vest his pistol, and 
the two attacked each other. Jackson 
was shot through the body at the thigh 
and above the right nipple, and in the 
backbone. 

Vest was cut in the body in several 
places. Both men finally fell to the 
ground exhausted from the loss of 
blood, and died an hour afterward.

Cuban Insurgents Fail in an Attempt 
to Take a Camp. 
(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 

HAVANA, June 15.—(By Central 
American Cable.) Gen. Castellane, 
heading for Maximo Gomez, who was 
at Clego Najasa, left Puerto Principe 
on Monday last, June 8, with five com- 
panies of the Targona battalion, two 
companies of guerillas, four companies 
of the Maria Cristina battalion and a 
squadron of the Herman Cortez Regi- 
ment of cavalry, together with two 
field cannon. 

On two hills, well adapted for defefise, 
an insurgent force numbering about 
one thousand men, tried to capture the 
Spanish camp. They were received by 
the Maria Cristina battalion, who 
poured repeated volleys into the insur- 
gent ranks and ‘beat tthe attacking 
force off for an hour. At the expira- 
tion of that time a force of insurgents 
estimated at about five thousand men 
surrounded the Spanish column, which 
was arranged in square formation. The 
insurgents made repeated charges, but 
were repulsed each time. Finally re- 
inforcements for the Spanish arrived 
and the insurgents retreated with the 
loss of 500 men. 

SOMEBODY A PREVARICATOR, 

NEW YORK, June 16.—The Press 
this morning says that Ramon O. Wil- 
liams. former United States Consul- 
General to Cuba, arrived from Havana 
yesterday morning. 

“Havana is quiet,” said Mr. Williams, 
“There is no more war in sight there 
than in New York City. Business is 
good, just as it has been all along. 
Stories about hard times in Havana 
are made out of whole cloth, and re- 
ports about scarcity of food are ridicu- 
lous. I did not hear the sound of a 
gun once while in Havana.

INDIANA FOLLOWS WALLACE. 

In themeanttme the prospects thal the 
convention will adopt a gold platform 
and that the word gold will be spelled 
with a capital G continue to increase. 
It is almost safe to say that this will 
be the gist of the financial utterances 
of the convention. A significant move- 
ment today was that of the Indiana 
delégation, sent there by the convention 
which made the now famous Indiana 
Platform, in making a platform leaving 
the word “gold” out. and elected Gen. 
Lew Wallace as the Indana member 
of the Committee on Resolutons. Gen. 
Wallace was then called in, and showed 
their idea of what the platform ought 
to be. He read it over, and at once 


sad he could not represent them on 


the platform. He believed that the word 
“gold” should be in, and there should 
be no mistake about it. If left on the 
committee he said he would have to 


‘| advocate it, but that he would not feel 


hurt if they wished to choose someone 
else to sit for them. 

Gen. Wellace then left the room, and 
the question of hie election again came 
up. The money question was thor- 
oughly discussed, and it was finally de- 
cided to accept his views of the situa- 
tion, and to continue him ag a repre- 
sentative of the delegation. I saw Gen. 
Wallace since his decision was reached. 
He has no sympathy whatever with a 
straddle of any kind, and he will do his 
best to make the platform strong for 
gold. ; 

Senator Cullom i expected here at the 
convention. It is said that he will ar- 
rive in St.. Louls some time during the 


session, Senator Manderson told me some 


days ago that he could not be 
present, and I understand that Alli- 
son, who is now in Chicago, will go 
directly to his home in Dubuque, 
ALLISON’S AMBITION. 

I met Editor Perry. the editor and 
proprietor of Allison’s organ at Du- 
buqte, the Times. He tells me that 
Iowa had intended to have sent 1200 
men here for Allison on 1200 white 
horses, but that the project was given 
up when it was found that McKinley 
had such a sure sinch“ on the nomi- 
nation. Perry says Allison does not 
want the Presidency anyhow, and that 
he prefers to remain in the United 
States Senate.

so, Allison, will have 
twenty years more. He is now 67, but 
does not look more than 50, and he 
has been in the Senate only twenty- 
three years. Senator Sherman has 
been in Congress nearly forty years al- 
ready, and he outranks Allison consid- 
erably in his Senatorial service. In 
1900 Allison will be 71. and as the peo- 
ple are averse to nominating old men 
for the Presidency, this {s probably his 
last chance as a Presidential candi- 
date. Senator Gear is in charge of the 
movement in his favor here, but there 
is no movement to speak of. 

THE BUTTON CRAZE. — 

In fact, there is nothing in the air 
but McKinley, and were it not for the 
lithographs hung on the walls of the 
hotels and in the badges and buttons 
which are worn, you would not know 
that there was another candidate. The 
fact that a man wears a Quay or an 
Allison button, however, is no sign that 
he is for either of them for the Presi- 
dency. Nearly all of the stategmen 
here are collecting buttons, and the but- 
ton craze is as bad among the dele- 
gates as the bicycle craze is among the 
boys of the United States. 

PORTER WANTS RECIPROCITY. 

Robert P. Porter, ex-Census Commis- 
sioner, editor of the Cleveland World 
and tariff writer, arrived here this 
afternoon. He got back from Japan a 
few days ago, having gone there to 
write up the new industrial movement 
from a protective-tariff standpoint. Mr. 
Porter is a stocky, dark-faced, hand- 
some young man of about forty. He 
dresses in black clothes, and wears a 
fine Panama hat which he bought in 
Japan. He is one of the best authori- 
ties upon his side of the tariff question, 
and he tells me that his views have not 
been changed by his Asiatic travels, 
He is surprised at the industrial growth 
going on among the Japanese, and he 
is in favor of a reciprocity treaty be- 
tween them and this country. Said he: 

J want reciprocity with Japan. I 
want to see trade evened up. We sell 
her only $9,000,000 worth of American 
goods, while out of what she sells to us 
she gets 24,000,000 gold dollars every 
year. The Japanese chink the dollars 
as they take them to see whether they 
are good, and say they like us, but what 
we want is to have them buy more 
goods. They are now going to subsidize 
a steamship line which is to run be- 
tween Japan and the United States. 
This line will have about ten steamers, 
and the ships will go from Philadel- 
phia, New York and from Portland, 
Or., to Japan. The ships are to be of 
from six to seven thousand tons, and 
the building of them will be a very 
profitable job... 

“I talked with the Japanese contract- 
ors the other day, asked them 
where they expected to get their ships. 
They replied they expected they would 
have them built in England, and I asked 
them, if they pretended such a great 
friendship for us, why they did not 
build them in the United States. They 
said they would get the work done 
more cheaply in England, I thereupon 
asked them if they would have the 
ship built here if I could get our ship- 
yards to contract for them at the 
same price, telling them that I had no 
financial interest im the yards. They 
thought that they would. I have seen 
the ship-builders, and they can make 
them for as low a price as the English 
can, and there ig @ possibility that 
they may get the job. I give this to 
show you how the tari has helped 
ship-building in the United States.” 

“I suppose that you are a silver man, 
now that you have been to Asia?” 1 


No,“ replied Mr. Porter, “Iam more 
for sound money than ever. I took 


certificates with me. to Japan. The 
notes were of all kinds and denomina- 
tions. When I arrived I turned them 
into Japanese silver money at Hong 
Kong and Shanghai bank in Yokohama 
and they gave me $3800 for my $2000. 
They made no difference between the 
silver certificates and the gold notes, 
it was all he same. Any kind of 
United States money was good as gold 
anywhere.“ 
Robert P. Porter is the author of the 
Lite of McKinley,”” which is to be the 
great campaign life of this year. Maj. 


was going to be written, objected at 
firet, but afterward told the publishers 
that if it must be written he hoped they 
would get Mr. Porter for the work.

DELEGATE FLOOD ON QUAY. 

Dr. T. L. Flood, the editor and pro- 
prietor of the Chautauqua Magazine, 
is one of the delegatesat-large from 
Pennsylvania. He tells me that when | 
he was approached by Quay’s friends to 
accept this position prior to the meet- 
ing of the convention that he told him 
that he was for Quay as long as there 
seemed to be a chance of the conven~ 
tion nominating him, but after this he 
expected to go to McKinley. He was a 
strong friend of McKinley and he did 
mot care to be a delegate without he. 
could have this freedom. He says that 
Quay was perfectly satisfied with this 
arrangement, and he thinks that Quay 
is thoroughly in sympathy with Mo- 
Kinley. 

— Quay,” said he, “is a much 
misunderstood man. He is not a bull- 
dozer, nor an obstinate man in any way. 
It is true that he has a great deal of 
determinatlon and that he usually ac- 
complishes his ends. He does this, 
however, by the force of reason and 
persuasion rather than by bulldozing. 
I have reason to believe that he is in 
thorough accord here with Hanna and 
the McKinley men, and at the same 
time I think he is doing all that he can 
to harmonize matters with the New 
York men.” 

Dr. Flood is right in Quay being here 
the chief harmonizer.- He is moving 
about from delegation ‘to delegation. 
saying nothing to the newspapers, but 
getting his work in on the leaders. I 
am told that Tom Platt was very angry 
when Quay first appeared. He thought 
Quay had been rather treacherous in 
going out of the “favorite-son com- 
bine” scheme, but that Quay soon made 
it all right. It is hard to understand 
Quay’s strength. He has a wonderful 
hold on not only Pennsylvania, but on 
leading men in different parts of. the 
country. He does not seem to be mag- 
netic. He seldom makes a speech. You 
never see him about the hotel, and still 
he seems to have the whole State of. 
Pennsylvania in his left-hand pocket, 
and to be able to throw it this way or 
that, as he pleases, 

Quay has been interested in politics. 
| for more than thirty years. He was in 
the Pennsylvania Legislature way back 
in the 8608, and he was for some time 
a great friend of Andrew G. Curtin. 
Later on he worked with the Camerons, 
being hand-in-glove with old Senator 
Simon Cameron, and then with Don. Of 
late he has been running the machine 
alone. He is getting deeper into poli- 
tics than ever, and has grown more and 
more wrapped up in it. He spends a 
great deal of time in thinking over po- 
litical matters, and has, as it were, 
moods of political thought, when you 
can’t get anything out of him. 

Mrs. Quay, referring to the Senator, 
6 to a friend the other day, said: 
“T wish Matt was out of politics. He is 
getting in so deep that it is decidedly 
uncomfortable to talk with him at 
times. Why, I may be riding down 
town witb him on one of the street 
cars, and I will ask him a question 
about some family matter. He will an- 
swer yes or no, but In such a way that 
I know that his mind is far off.” | 

On the way out here from Pennsyl- 
vania Quay had his special car, and it 
was on the same train as a car in which 
Addicks of New Jersey was traveling. 
Addicks came in several times to talk to 
Quay. Quay let him talk, and it was 
plain to Addicks after a time that Quay 
was not listening, and Dick Quay, the 
Senator’s son, had to rouse him up 
again and again in order that he might 
treat Addicks decently. I am told that. 
this was with no desire to be anything 
but respectful to Addicks, but that his 
mind was so loaded with the various 
political situations which he is trying 
to manage that he cannot get it away 
from them. 

As evidence of Quay’s great strength 
with his friends, the number of. litho- 
graphs and pictures which are hung up 
of him in St. Louis stands out in evi- 
dence. You see Quay pictures every- 
where. A full-length oil painting ot 
him, with electric lights of blue and 
gold above it stands in a magnificent 
frame in one of the big parlors of the 
Planters’ Hotel. Posters as big as a 
barn door, bearing his face, are tacked 
upon the walls of the Southern, and I 
believe that the Quay buttons which 
are now scattered about St. Louis would 
fill a four-bushel bag. 15

THE RUNNING MATE. 


Western People Want Recognition. 
Senator Perkins a Favorite. 
(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, June 15.—A St. 
Louls dispatch to the Examiner says 
the McKinley managers have deter- 
mined upon Hobart of New Jersey for 
the running mate of the Ohio man, 
but the western people, if they are 
to be turned down on the silver ques- 
tion, are not entirely satisfied with 
this scheme and there is still a great 
deal of talk among them of a west- 
ern man for Vice-President.

| FREE TRADE-—FREE COINAGE. 


In his annual message for December, 
1887. Grover Cleveland, then, as now, 
President of the United States, vlrtu- 


ally committed the Détiocratic party 


to the British free-trade policy. The 
campaign of the following year was 
fought out upon that issue and was 
lost to the Democracy, though by a 
rather narrow margin. Four years 
later, by a campaign of vilification, 
misrepresentation and false pretenses, 
assisted by a weak nomination on the 
part of the Republicans, the free-trade 
idea triumphed, and Grover. Cleveland 
was returned to the Presidential chair, 
backed by a Congress pledged to carry 
out that idea in practical legislation. 
The result, as is known to all men, was 


disastrous to the industrial and com- 1 


mercial interests of the nation. 

The free-trade theorists had full 
charge of governmental affairs for two 
years, and during that time succeeded 
in well-nigh ruining the business of 
the entire country. The baleful effects 
of that period of misrule are still upon 
us, and are manifest in the form of 
business depression and a steadily. in- 
creasing national debt. 

Under such circumstance, it is not 
to be wondered at that there is a 
strong revolt in the Democratic party 
against Grover Cleveland. It was 
‘he who committed that party to the 
free-trade. regime.

AV INSANE BURGLAR. 


JOHN STORK HAD BEEN IN A NE- 
BRASKA ASYLUM. 


His Most Recent Sane Act Was in 
Exchanging Old Garments for 


to Nebraska. 


John Stork, charged with burglary, 
was on trial before Judge Smith and a 
jury yesterday, and escaped punish- 
ment by reason of insanity. . é 

Last March the defendant took a coat 
and vest from a room in the lodging- 
| house of Mrs. Gedrem, on South Spring 
street. The articles were the property 
of Mrs. Gedrem’s oldest son, and he 
and about 9 o’clock 
the next morning found the defendant 
inside the clothes and leaning against a 
post on the street, and about 150 feet 
from the building where he had secured 
his booty. He approached Stork and 
asked for a surrender of the wearing 
apparel;, the latter gave no satisfactory 
answer and the two small Gedrem boys 
marched him down to the Police Sta- 
tion, where he was turned over to De- 
tective Goodman. Stork told this of- 
ficer that he had taken the clothes, 
and that, with a key, he effected an 
S to the room where they were 

ept. 


Mrs. Gedrem and her son would not 
swear Out a warrant for Stork’s arrest, 
believing him to be mentally unsound, 
Goodman refused to either release the 
man or surrender the clothes, desiring 
to hold them as evidence during pend- 
ing criminal persecution. 

Stork first came to this county about 
two years ago, and was possessed of 
$3800 at that time. He purchased a 
ranch in the San Fernando Valley and 
seemed all right for a time. At a later 
period he sold the ranch at a profit and 
purchased another, and from then on 
seems to have been mentally incapable 
of transacting business. This last farm 
was sold by him at a low figure, and 
$1000 of the amount was received in 
stock worth only $1000. 

The residents of the 
Valley regarded 
peculiar individual, and he was known 
among them as “Crazy Stork.“ Fergu- 
gon and Bateman, residents of the val- 
ley, were well acquainted with the de- 
fendant and considered him honest but 
insane. The man's reputation for hon- 
esty,.truth and veracity was good while 
he lived in the country. After coming 
out west Stork went back to Ohio and 
brought out his wife and son. T led 
an — life and the woman re- 

a 


turned 

Among other peculiarities, Stork 
imagined the opposite sex was ‘“smit- 
ten” with him. The neighbors were 
surprised when the man declared that 
he had a wife and son in the East and 
brought them West. He had been very 
devoted to the sex price to that time. 
Stork is a man of industrious Gabits 
and does not drink. ’ 

In 1893 the defendant was regularly 
committed to the hospital for the insane 
in Nebraska, after due examination by 
a cOmmission, and a few months later 
was released on parole, and finally dis- 
charged as cured. These facts were 
called out through witnesses and docu- 
mentary evidence, and upon statement 
by Assistant District Attorney Williams 
and suggestion of Judge Smith, the 
jury brought in a verdict of not guilty 
by reason of insanity.

Judge Shaw a few days ago, in the 
Same kind of proceedings. The deci- 
sion is as follows: , 

“The plaintiff prosecutes this action 
for an injunction to enjoin defendant 
from constructing and operating a 
steam railroad in a public street of the 
city of Pomona. The city of Pomona, 
acting through its Trustees, has au- 
thorized such construction and opera- 
tion. Its authority to do so is unques- 
tioned. The plaintiff is the owner of 
lands fronting on said street and the 
owner of the fee in the street to the 
eenter thereof, subject to the public 
easement. The plaintiff contends that 
the construction of a steam railroad 
in sald street would impose an addi- 
tional burden on the land not contem- 
plated by the dedication of the street 
to public use, and therefore that he 
has @ property in the street which 
would be taken or damaged by the 
proposed ‘construction and operation 
of a steam railroad, and that having 
such property in said street he can- 
not be deprived thereof or that his 
property therein canot be damaged 
without full compensation being first 
made to him therefor. 

“The principal question involved 1s 


whether or not the maintenance and 


operation of an ordinary steam rail- 


way in a public street of a city is an 


additional burden upon the land and 


a burden which the owner in dedicat- 


ing the street did not intend should be 
placed thereon. Many. authorities were 


cited in argument in behalf of both 


plaintiff and defendant in support of 
their conflicting propositions, and if 
we were to take the decisions of all 
the courts, there would be a numerical 
weight of authority supporting the 
plaintiff’s contention. But the one 
case decided by our Supreme Court 
bearing directly on the case at bar 
is Montgomery vs. Santa Ana West- 
minster Company, 104 Cal. 186. This 
case seems to have been decided by 
the court in banc, as the decision is 
‘by the court,’ and the statement is 
made that neither Chief Justice Beatty 
nor Justice De Haven participated in 
the decision. In this case these points 
are distinctly made: 

“First—That when a public street in 
a city is dedicated to the general use 
of the public, it involves its use subject 
to municipal control and limitations, 
for all the uses and purposes of the 
public as a street, including such meth- 
ods for the transportation of passen- 
gers and freight as modern science and 
improvements may have rendered. nec- 


essary and the application of these 
methods and others to be discovered. 


That such use must have been contem- 
platted when the right of way was ob- 
tained, whether by dedication or other 
method, and hence that ‘such a pser 
imposes no new burden or servitude 
upon the owner of the abutting land.’ 

„Second— That in such cases there is 
no taking from the owner of the fee. 
That the taking affects the public ease- 
ment only and is from the city and not 
from the individual. 

“Third—The courts incline to a 
broader and more comprehensive view 
of the rights of the public in and to 
the streets and highways of city and 
country, and to hold the ‘shadowy 
title’ which the owner of the fee holds 
to the land in a public street or high- 
way, during the existence of the ease- 
ment of the public therein, as being 
subject to all the varied wants of the 
public and essential to tts health, en- 
joyment and progress.’ 

These views are in conflict with ear- 
lier cases decided by the Supreme Court 
of this State, and there is an evident in- 
tention to depart from the doctrine of 
the earlier cases. The above points 
made in the decision of the Montgomery 
case were essentially involved in that 
case, were basal elements upon which 
the case wias decided and hence not 
oblter dicta. From the careful construc- 
tion of this decision, its painstaking re- 
view of authorities and the evident pur- 
pose to establish the doctrine enuncli- 
ated as an advance in the jurisprudence 
of this State on the points raised and 
decided (p. 192,) I doubt not that it es- 
tablishes the rules by which trial courts 
will hereafter be required to conform 
and in accordance with which even the 
Federal courts will construe the laws 
of this State applicable to such cases. 
On the authority of that decision, there- 
fore, I hold that the plaintiff is not en- 
titled to enjoin defendant from proceed- 
ing to construct and operate its road in 
‘White street in the city of Pomona, in 
accordance with the ordinance of said 
city, granting the franchise therefor.

FINANCIAL AND COMMERCIAL 


Los Angeles, June 15, 1896. 

DENVER BANKS. The reckless 
manner in which many banks in the 
west were run prior to the big bank 
panic of 1893 is aptly illustrated in the 
case of Denver, which in 1892 had eleven 
national banks in operation. Today 
there remain only four in active busi- 
ness and one running for the purpose of 
liquidation. All the others went to the 
wall during the panic or have since 
closed doors. The examination of the 
affairs of some of them disclosed very 
loose business methods. Of the failed 
Denver banks a correspondent of the 
United States Investor has this to say: 

“The Union has at the present time 
paid 20 per cent of its deposits, and 
it is thought it will eventually pay out. 

“The German, which was perhaps the 
worst failure of them all, has paid but 
10 per cent. of its deposits, and many 
of its loans were of a very doubtful 
character. The officérs have been ar- 
rested on the charge of making loans 
to indiviluals in excess of the legal 
limit of 10 per cent. of the capital stock. 

“The Commercial National is not only 
open to the charge of making reckless 
loans, but of making false reports to 
the Comptroller. The president, C. H. 
Dow, is under arrest on serious charges. 

“The American National, which sus- 
pended recently, never had a liberal 
share of business. Two years ago it 


absorbed the City National. Dissen- 


sions arose and matters did not go 
smoothly after the consolidation. The 
capital stock in 1894 was reduced from 
$1,000,000 to $500, The lack of har- 
mony in the management was generally 
known, and the bank’s business gradu- 
ally became reduced. The state funds 
were withdrawn, and the bank's condl- 
tion became so apparent to the clear- 
ing house that the latter demanded 


that steps be taken to remedy the mat- 


ter. The clearing house proposed to 
loan the bank “$300,000 to tide it along, 
provided the directors and principal 
stockholders would sign a note, becom- 
ing jointly responsible for the, amount, 
But this brought matters to a focus, as 
the principal ones refused to do this 
and the bank had to suspend. The offi- 
cefs and directors were the bank's 
heaviest borrowers. 

“The People’s Savings Bank has paid 
its depositors 40 per cent. and still owes 
them about $2,500,000. 

“The Atkins Bros., of the Colorado 
Savings, are in trouble in relation to 
their management of the funds of the 
institution, having been indicted by the 
grand jury. 

“Nearly all the suspended banks ap- 
pear to be open to the charge of receiv- 
ing deposits after the time when they 
were in an insolvent condition. 

“The trouble with the Denver sus- 
pended banks was that they made loans 
to people whose resources subsequently 
shrank out of existence. 

“The four national banks, which now 
do the principal business of the city, 
have deposits, in round numbers, as fol- 
lows: First National, $8,000,000; Colo- 
rado National, $5,000,000; Denver Na- 
tional, $3,000,000; National Bank of Com- 
merce, $1,500,000. These figures aggre-

OIL REMAINS FIRM. At the regu- 
lar Monday afternoon session of the 
Oil Exchange no action was taken look- 
ing to a further raise in the price of 
the commodity, so $1.26 remains the 
regular f. o. b. price, which is equivalent 
to about $1.15 at the wells, and at which 
figures contracts are freely being made. 
No gales of any magnitude have been 
made for a week, but the demand for 
oil in moderate quantities is steady, and 
the amount above ground is gradually 
diminishing. The shrinkage is in part 
accounted for by the late fire, the direct 
and indireot loss from which is now es- 
timated at 3300 to 3500 barrels. The fire 
caused the complete stoppage of twen- 
ty-four wells for ten days, with a com- 
bined capacity of about 240 barrels per 
day. No exact estimate of the amount 
of oll in storage is obtainable, but the 
quantity is believed to be considerably 
less than a week ago, when it was esti- 
mated at 87,000 barrels. The Union Oil 
Company's 33,000-barrel tank is full, but 
the Standard’s two big tanks are al- 
most empty. The Standard’s low con- 
tracts are nearly run out, ft is alleged, 
and the company is doing very little 
buying at the prevailing figures. The 
Williams-Doheney tank which is sup- 
posed to contain 20,000 barrels, is said 
to contain in reality only about eight 
thousand, but these figures are not au- 
thentic. The tank is kept securely 
locked and no figures as to its contents 
are given out. The 40,000-barrel tank 
of the Producers’ Oil Company is empty, 


but it is rumored that combination 


of well-owners has been formed to fill 
it with oil. to hold for a higher price. 
Prospecting for more oil continues, and 
under the stimulus of a good market it 
may reasonably be expected that a 
goodly number of new producing wells 
will soon be in operation.
